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AN ACT concerning indigent senior citizens and disabled

persons.

VWHEREAS, adequat e housi ng, quality heal t h care,
nutritional food, and wutilities relief is becomng of
i ncreasing concern to senior citizens and disabled persons

who are indigent; and

VWHEREAS, insurance and pharmaceutical industries should
help to build a regional hospital and supply sonme of the
funding to this project so that each congressional district
will be able to supply needed nedical attention to the

i ndi gent senior citizen and di sabl ed person; and

WHEREAS, general construction contractors and the food
i ndustry should provide for the maintenance of this regional

hospital and contribute the necessary funding;, and

WHEREAS, the utility industry should provide the senior
citizen and di sabled person a flat rate usage for |ight, gas,
and tel ephone service after requesting the necessary findings

sought fromthe Illinois Comrerce Comm ssion; and

VWHEREAS, health care industries doing business wth the
State of I11inois shoul d al so support this Act by
contributing 1 1/2%to 3%of their net profit so that the
i ndigent senior citizen and di sabl ed person would be able to

survive and live a longer life; therefore

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

I ndi gent Senior Citizen and Di sabl ed Person Survival Act.

Section 5. Definitions. In this Act:
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"Aut hority" nmeans the |Indigent Senior Ctizen and
Di sabl ed Person Survival Authority.
"Fund" neans the Indigent Senior Ctizen and D sabl ed

Person Survival Authority Fund.

Section 10. The Indigent Senior GCtizen and D sabled
Person Survival Authority.

(a) There is created the Indigent Senior Ctizen and
Di sabl ed Person Survival Authority that is constituted as an
instrunentally and an adm nistrative agency of the State of
II'linois. The Authority shall consist of 11 nenbers from each
Congressional district inthe State of |Illinois. Menber s
shall be selected in non-partisan elections held concurrently
wth the State of Illinois elections of the Governor and
other officials. The 11 candidates wwth the nost votes in
each Congressional district shall be elected. The termof the
elected Authority shall be concurrent and commensurate with
the termof the Governor or for 4 vyears. These elected
menbers shall select their own chair.

(b) The Authority shall seek funds fromthe insurance,
general contractors, pharmaceutical, food, wutilities, and
health <care industries doing business in the State of
II'linois and from block grants and other funds avail abl e
t hrough the federal governnent.

(c) The Authority shall oversee noneys distributed from
the Indigent Senior Citizen and D sabled Person Survival
Aut hority Fund established under the provisions of Section
15. The Authority shall establish procedures for managi ng
and accounting for the noneys distributed fromthe Fund.

(d) The Authority shall conduct negoti ati ons W th
utility conpani es, comon carriers, comrunications conpani es,
and other service providers for discounted or flat rates to
assi st indigent persons who are 62 years of age or older or

who are nmentally disabled to obtain needed services.
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Section 15. The |Indigent Senior Citizen and D sabl ed
Person Survival Authority Fund.

(a) The Indigent Senior Citizen and Disabled Person
Survival Authority Fund is created as a special fund in the
State treasury. Al noney in the Fund shall be distributed,

subject to appropriation by the General Assenbly, to the

Aut hority.
(b) Annual vol unt ary contributions from housing,
i nsurance, pharmaceutical, food distributing, and wutility

conpani es seeking licenses or license renewal to do business
in the State of Illinois shall be deposited into the Fund.
The specific anmounts of these contributions shall be

determned by the Authority and shall be based on the

percentage of profits earned in Illinois reported each year
by each conpany for the year preceding license or |icense
renewal applications. Wen the conpany 1is submitting an

application for the first time, the percentage should not
exceed 1 1/2% The amount of voluntary contributions by
ot her conpani es shall be based on their scope and expected
profits but not to exceed overall 3% uniformy throughout the
St at e. Contributions should be remtted to the Authority
within 60 days of notification of the anount by t he
Aut hority.

(c) The noneys distributed fromthe Fund shall be used
exclusively for indigent persons, who have an individual
incone of Iess than $10,000 per annum and are residents of
the State of Illinois and who are 62 years of age or ol der or
are nmentally or physically disabled as defined by the
Anrericans Wth D sabilities Act, to provide them wth
hospital, surgical and nedical care, food, and utility
services through suppl enental vouchers under rules issued by

the Authority.

Section 70. The Election Code is anended by changing

(1) Elector of President and Vice President of the
United States;

(2) United States Senator and Uni ted St ates
Representati ve;

(3) State Executive Branch el ected officers;

(4) State Senator and State Representative;

(5 County elected officers, including State's
Attorney, County Board nmenber, County Conmm ssioners, and
elected President of the County Board or County Chi ef
Executi ve;

(6) Grcuit Court derk;

(7) Regional Superintendent of Schools, except in
counties or educational service regions in which that
of fi ce has been abolished,;

(8) Judges of the Suprenme, Appellate and GCrcuit
Courts, on the question of retention, to fill vacancies
and newWy created judicial offices;

(9) (Bl ank);

(10) Trustee of the Metropolitan Sanitary District
of Chicago, and elected Trustee of other Sanitary
Districts;

(11) Speci al District el ected of ficers, not
ot herwi se designated in this Section, where the statute
creating or authorizing the <creation of the district
requires an annual election and permts or requires

el ection of candidates of political parties;-
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(12) In 2002 and every 4 vears thereafter, nenbers

of the Indigent Senior Citizen and Disabled Person

Survival Authority.

(b) At the general primary el ection:

(1) in each even-nunbered year candi dat es of
political parties shall be nom nated for those offices to
be filled at the general election in that year, except
where pursuant to law nomnation of candi dates of
political parties is made by caucus.

(2) in the appropriate even-nunbered years the
political party offices of State central comm tteenman,
township commtteenman, ward commtteeman, and precinct
commtteeman shall be filled and del egates and alternate
del egates to the National nom nating conventions shall be
el ected as may be required pursuant to this Code. 1In the
even- nunbered years in which a Presidential election is
to be held, candidates in the Presidential preference
primary shall also be on the ballot.

(3) in each even- nunber ed year, wher e t he
muni ci pality has provided for annual elections to elect
muni ci pal officers pursuant to Section 6(f) or Section 7
of Article VI of the Constitution, pursuant to the
Il'linois Minicipal Code or pursuant to the nunici pal
charter, the offices of such nmunicipal officers shall be
filled at an election held on the date of the general
primary el ection, provided that the nunicipal election
shall be a nonpartisan election where required by the
I1linois Minicipal Code. For parti san muni ci pal
el ections in even-nunbered years, a primary to nom nate
candi dates for nmunicipal office to be elected at the
general primary election shall be held on the Tuesday 6
weeks preceding that election.

(4) in each school district which has adopted the

provisions of Article 33 of the School Code, successors
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to the menbers of the board of education whose terns
expire in the year in which the general primary is held
shal | be el ected.

(c) At the consolidated election in the appropriate
nunbered years, the following offices shall be filled:

(1) Munici pal of ficers, provi ded t hat in
muni ci palities in which candi dates for al derman or ot her
muni ci pal of fice are not permtted by law to be
candi dates of political parties, the runoff election
where required by law, or the nonpartisan el ection where
required by law, shall be held on the date of the
consolidated election; and provided further, in the case
of rmunicipal officers provided for by an ordinance
providing the form of governnent of the nunicipality
pursuant to Section 7 of Article VIl of the Constitution,
such offices shall be filled by election or by runoff
el ection as may be provided by such ordi nance;

(2) Village and i ncor por at ed t own l'ibrary
directors;

(3) Gty boards of stadium conm ssioners;

(4) Conm ssioners of park districts;

(5) Trustees of public library districts;

(6) Speci al District el ect ed of ficers, not
ot herwi se designated in this section, where the statute
creating or authorizing the creation of the district
permts or requires election of candidates of political
parties;

(7) Township officers, including township park
comm ssioners, township library directors, and boards of
manager s of community buildings, and Milti-Township
Assessors;

(8) Highway comm ssioners and road district clerks;

(9) Menbers of school boards in school districts

whi ch adopt Article 33 of the School Code;
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(10) The directors and chairman of the Chain O
Lakes - Fox River Waterway Managenent Agency;

(11) Forest preserve district conm ssioners el ected
under Section 3.5 of the Downstate Forest Preserve
District Act;

(12) Elected nenbers of school boards, school
trustees, directors of boards of school directors,
trustees of county boards of school trustees (except in
counties or educat i onal service regions having a
popul ati on of 2,000,000 or nore inhabitants) and nenbers
of boards of school inspectors, except school boards in
school districts that adopt Article 33 of the School
Code;

(13) Menbers of Community Col |l ege district boards;

(14) Trustees of Fire Protection Districts;

(15) Comm ssioners of the Springfield Metropolitan
Exposition and Auditorium Aut hority;

(16) Elected Trustees of Tuberculosis Sanitarium
Districts;

(17) Elected Oficers of special districts not
otherwi se designated in this Section for which the | aw
governing those districts does not permt candidates of
political parties.

(d) At t he consolidated primary election in each
odd- nunbered year, candi dates of political parties shall be
nom nated for those offices to be filled at the consolidated
election in that year, except where pursuant to | aw
nom nation of candidates of political parties is nmade by
caucus, and except those offices listed in paragraphs (12)
t hrough (17) of subsection (c).

At the consolidated primary election in the appropriate
odd- nunbered years, the mayor, clerk, treasurer, and al dernen
shal|l be elected in nunicipalities in which candidates for

mayor, clerk, treasurer, or alderman are not permtted by | aw
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to be candidates of political parties, subject to runoff
elections to be held at the consolidated election as may be
requi red by law, and municipal officers shall be nom nated in
a nonpartisan election in nmunicipalities in which pursuant to
| aw candidates for such office are not permtted to be
candi dates of political parties.

At the consolidated primary election in the appropriate
odd- nunbered vyears, nunicipal officers shall be nom nated or
el ected, or elected subject to a runoff, as may be provided
by an ordinance providing a form of governnent of the
muni ci pality pursuant to Section 7 of Article VII of the
Consti tution.

(e) (Blank).

(f) At any election established in Section 2A-1.1,
public questions may be submitted to voters pursuant to this
Code and any special election ot herw se required or
aut hori zed by law or by court order may be conducted pursuant
to this Code.

Not wi t hst andi ng t he regular dates for election of
officers established in this Article, whenever a referendum
is held for the establishnment of a political subdivision
whose officers are to be elected, the initial officers shal
be elected at the election at which such referendumis held
if otherwi se so provided by law. In such cases, the election
of the initial officers shall be subject to the referendum

Notw thstanding the regular dates for el ection of
officials established in this Article, any community col |l ege
district which becones effective by operation of |aw pursuant
to Section 6-6.1 of the Public Community Col |l ege Act, as now
or hereafter anmended, shall elect the initial district board
menbers at the next regularly scheduled election follow ng
the effective date of the new district.

(g At any election established in Section 2A-1.1, if in

any precinct there are no offices or public questions
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required to be on the ballot under this Code then no el ection
shall be held in the precinct on that date.

(h) There my be conducted a referendumin accordance
with the provisions of Division 6-4 of the Counties Code.
